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The proposed amendment to the claims will not be entered because further consideration/search would be required before a 
determination as to the patentability of the claimed invention can be properly made. 

Applicant's remarks/arguments have been carefully reviewed and considered, however, they do not place the application in condition 
for allowance primarily because they are generally directed to features introduced by the proposed amendment, which will not be entered. 

In a brief response to the proposed amendment, it is noted the specification does NOT specify/disclose that the oxide is formed by 
deposition at the temperature of 150-500 degrees C, but rather, the specification ONLY discloses, "[a]n oxide formed in a furnace with a 
low temperature, preferably 150-500 [degrees]C, is used for the insulating layer 35" (see page 4, lines 8-9), i.e., it seems the amendment 
would introduce new matter. In any case, the applicant's assertion/argument that Aoki does not disclose or suggest forming the HSQ 
film 106 as recited in proposed amended claim 1 is not persuasive primarily because it does not appear that the current specification 
contains any description for a "deposition" process, which could exclude Aoki's HSQ-forming process from being interpreted to be the 
same as (or equivalent to) the oxide-forming process disclosed in the current specification. In other words, even if Aoki specifies that the 
HSQ film was coated and then heat treated at 150, 250, and 350 deg. C, Aoki's HSQ film 106 could surely be described as "an oxide film 
formed in a furnace with a low temperature, preferably 150-500 deg. C". Note that an HSQ film is an oxide film and that such a 
description for Aoki's HSQ film would be essentially the same as the oxide-forming process specified in the current specification. 
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
